As the result of many mort 
growers adding orchard heaterc 
to their equipment and as the 
result of the probable increased 
demand for oil, the Orchard Pro- 
tection Co. is increasing its oil 
storage facilities nearly 100 pe'- 
cent, it was announced today. 

Eight hundred thousand gal- 
lons of additional oil storage is 
being made possible through the 
purchase of two large tanks. 
They will be placed on Benscr 
avenue at Fourteenth — strect 
Eacn tank will have a capucity 
of 400,000 gallons. The storage 
capacity at present is 1,000,00v 
gallons. 

L. R. Bradley, manager of tre 
company, pointed out today that 
since the cold weather in Janu- 
ary, many local growers hav. 
purchased orchard heaters. Tie 
increased number of heaters 
means an increased storage sup- 
ply, he said. While the company 
is providing for some additicna! 
storage, individual growers are 
being urged to also obtain stcr- 
age tanks. When an emergen- 
cy arises during a_ prolonge:! 
cold period, it will be necessary 
for more oil tc be on hand than 
formerly. 














“Growers througnout the 
southland aS weil as in this dis- 
trict are purchasing heaters,” 
the official explained. *Pnat 
means the oil will be in greater 
demand and it is important that 
enough =_ storage’ facilities oe 
available.” 

During January some growers 
were unable to cbtain sufficient 
oil due to the transportation fa- 
cilities be 1g in such demand in 
delivering oil from the refinery 
to growers throughout the soutt- 
land. With increased storage 
facilities, more oi] will be in re- 
serve here.
